New York has a population of 4,766,882 
under the thirteenth decennial census, 
accordng to figures issued tonight by 
Director of the Census This 
makes York the argest 
city in the world, and as large as any 
two foreign cities, excepting London. 

Since 1900 the population of the me- 
tropolis 1,329,681, or 
38.7 per cent\as compared with 3,437,- 
202 under the last census.

“T rise to inquire if a Georgia dem-

That is all that was ever uttered 
on fhe floor of yesterday’s state con- 
vention “by any minority leader, and 
only those in the immediate vicinity 
of Hon. Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, who oc- 
cupied the position of leader for the 
Brown forces, were able to hear that. 

The effort of the minority to gain 
recognition came when Reuben Arnold 
rose to present the order of business. 

This order of business was the real 
“steam roller,” whose adoption meant 
the complete cutting off of the mi- 
nority. 

It provided that no resolution offer- 
ed should be read to the convention 
before first being submitted to the 
proper committee; it prohibited all de- 
bate in the convention on the plat- 
form or upon any resolution offered; 
it prohibited nominating speeches for 
any office but that of governor, and it 
limited the nominating and seconding 
speeches for governor to fifteen min- 
utes in the first instance and five min- 


utes in the second. \

REBELS DEFYING 


CANTED STATES 


Mantia, September 1.—-An uprising 
4gainst the wevernment is reported in 
the province of Neuva Vizcaya. A con- 
stabulary force is. hurrying to the 
scene, and.a battle is expected hourly. 
The rebel movement is headed by 
Simeon Mandac, former governor of 
the province of Ilocos Norte, who has 
long been a ‘fugitive from justice. 

Mandac occuples Solano, a town of 
about 6,000 inhabitants, northwest of 
the center of Neuva Vizcaya and about 
five miles north of Bayonbong. The 
telegraph wires north of Bayonbong 
have been cut, and it is impossible to 
learn the number of Mandac's followers. 
It is doubted, however, that the rising 
is serious. 

Colonel Taylor, at the head of the 
constabulary at Bayonbong, is pre- 
paring for an attack, and the constabu- 
lary forces from other points are mov- 
ing toward Solano now with the pur- 
pose of surrounding the outlaws and 
making certain their capture or death. 
Government reinforcements are avail- 
able if they should prove to be needed. 
_ Word of. the trouble reached Manila 
today.

Edmonds Talks About 
Bills of Lading. 


Editor Manufacturers’ Record 
Says English Spinners Must 
- Come to America for Cotton 
If the South Will Sit Steady 
in the Boat. 


“The refusal of English banks to 
cash cotton bill-of-lading drafts, as 
heretofore, need not seriously disturb 
the south,” said Richard H. Edwards, 
editor of Manufacturers’ Record yes- 
terday. “In former years, when the 
south was hunting buyers for its cot- 
ton, this situation would have produced 
much trouble; but at this time the 
foreign spinner is hunting cotton. Me 
is the beggar and, therefore, cannot be 
the chooser. It is in the power of the 
south to dictate how its cotton shall 
be sold, and how it shall be paid for. 

“The fight of the English bank 
against cashing cotton drafts will real- 
ly prove to be a fight between the 
English banks and English spinners. 
Mil- 
lions of spindles are idle or running 
on short time in Great Britain and on 
the continent, because cotton cannot 
be had. The manufacturers are, there- 
fore, compelled to buy cotton, and the 
terms of payment can be fixed by the 
south. This section no longer has to 
beg Europe to accept its cotton on Eu- 
rope’s terms and pay for it according 
to the convenience of European bank- 
ers. 

It Must Have Cotton. 

“If the south simply sits firm in the 

saddle, and does not get frightened 


* by the cry that Eurepe will not cash 


its cotton drafts, unless guaranteed by 


bankers, Europe will have to yield. It 


' must have the cotton, even if to get it 


| 
| 


it has to send the money over here in 
advance. Moreover, in these days the 
tendency everywhere is for the buyer 
of agricultural products to go after the 
farmer. The grower of oranges and 
grape fruit, and apples and peaches, 
is no longer compelled to ship his stuff 
to an uncertain market and take his 
chances on selling at a profit. The 
buyer now comes to him and pays spot 
cash while the fruit is on the trees, or 
as it is gathered. 

“The cotton farmer, by virtue of the 
shortage in the world's supply, this year 
holds a strategic position, from which 
if he does not get stampeded by false 
reports, he cannot be dislodged. He can 
dictate the price, within reasonabie 
limits, and he can decide that instead 
of crowding his cotton to the market 
within the next three months, he will 
market it slowly during twelve months, 
and only as rapidly as the buyers are 
willing to take it at a good price. Never 
before has there been a time when the 
cotton grower held so strong a posi- 
tion in this respect as he does today, 
and this ts true even if it should de- 
velop that the crop is a fairly full 
one. 

Never Received Full Profit. 

“I fully recognize the disadvantage 
under which the cotton -milis of the 
south and of the whole world have 
labored during the last year, in which 
the price of goods has not kept pace 
with the advance in raw material. Not- 
withstanding this, however, I believe 
that the southern cotton grower has 
never received the full profit to which 
he is entitled, and that as hard as the 
situation may be on the cotton manu- 
facturer, he will have to stand it until

“When I began, as president, the 
movement against rebates that were 
universally demanded and given, the 
practice was so general that the fact 
of giving them and asking for them 
had become a purely conventional 
crime,” said Colonel Roosevelt.

The shippers demanded re- 
bates of the railroads, and the rail- 
roads granted rebates to certain ship- 
pers until they got into a network of 
preferences from which they were un- 
able to extricate themselves by any in- 
dividual action on their part. After 
some difficulty, accompanied by the 
usual statement that it was ruining 
the business interests of the country, 
we got the rebate practice definitely 
stopped. 

“Of course, no great change of that 
kind ever been made without inci- 
dental hardship being suffered by 
many good people. You cannot make 
a change and not suffer from the dis- 
location. Some good people and some 
communities did suffer, and I think 
Kansas City was the community that 
for the time being suffered consider- 
ably. 

“Kansas City had rebates that I 
think at times were as high as 35 per 
cent, and I was quite prepared for an 
Outburst of dissatisfaction from Kan- 
sas City. But it is tmmensely to your 
credit that I received unanimous ap- 
proval. Your people said this change 
was right, that the thing ought to be 
done and- that they were for it. 

“I think it was as fine an exemplifi- 
cation as one could desire of the will- 
ingness of your people to squarely 
face a mora] issue.”

“There was a time when pig iron 
sold in Birmingham at $7.00 to $8.00 
per ton, but of late years anything 
less than $12.50 to $15 a ton is regarded 
as entirely too low for Birmingham iron, 
and except in periods of severe depres- 
sion in the iron trade, consumers do 
not seem to expect to get it at much 
less. Nobody ever thinks of the return 
of the time when the iron makers of 
Alabama very nearly starved in trying 
to sell iron at anything Iike $7 or $8 
per ton. What has taken place in the 
iron trade must take place in the cot- 
ton trade. The consumer must pay a 
higher price. 

Railroads Will Issue Billa. 

“So far as cotton bills-of-lading are 
concerned, I am satisfied that sooner 
or later the railroads will issue a bill- 
of-lading, the correctness of which 
they will absolutely guarantee, just as 
much as a bank guarantees the cor- 
rectness of its certificate of deposit. 
It would be very much better for the 
railroads to dothis of their own volition 
instead of watiting until public sent!- 
ment forces them to do it by legisla- 
tion. The best friends of the rail- 
roads recognize that one of their great 
shortcomings is that they rarely make 
an advance step for the betterment of 
the handling of business until) legisla- 
tion forces it on them. It is this dispo- 
sition not to yield to public demands, 
where the public is in the right, that 
has been responsible for very much of 
the criticism against railroad manage- 
ment. They could have saved them- 
selves from many difficulties in the 
past by doing of their own volition 
things when they finally did under 
compulsion. 

“The cotton bill-of-lading ig one of 
the things they will certainly have to 
guarantee in the future, but in the 
meantime the south need not be seri- 
ously worried about any effort on the 
part of foreign bankers to refuse to 
pay cotton drafts. If the south stands 
firm, the cotton buyers of Europe will 
very soon see that the bankers pro- 
vide the money for paying for cotton, 
and for paying for it on the s0uth's 
terms as to price and as to the method 
of payment.” 
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LYNCHING LAID 
TO THE OFFICIALS 


Gross DerelictionCharg- 
ed to Ohio Officers. 


Report on Mob Horror at New- 
ark Puts the Blame on May- 
or, Chief of Police and Sher- 
iff --Alleged Officials Did 
Nothing to Prevent Lynching > 


Newark. Ohio, September 1.—In «a 
final report today the Licking county 
grand jury places the responsibility for 
the lynching of “Dry” Detective Carl 


Etherington, on July 8 on the then 
mayor of Newark, sheriff of Licking 
county and chief of police of Newark, 
all of whom have since resigned, or 


been deposed. 
The report says had the officials act- 


ed with reasonable diligence, the riots 
and lynching could have been prte- 


vented. 

A total of 58 indictments was return- 
ed by the grand jury im the 27 days 
of its sitting, all in connection with 
the lynching. Of these, 35 charge the 
alleged rioters with murder in the first 
degree; 21 are accused of rioting, 10 
with assault and 2 with perjury. 

What Report Says. 


The report says, in part: 

“Our investigation discloses: 

“That the outbreak of lawlessness is 
directly attributable to the total and 
absolute failure on the part of the of- 
ficers to perform their duty. 

“That the sheriff failed to exercise 
the power and authority vested in: him 
in quelling the riot or in dispersing 
the mob. 

“That a mob ran riot 
throughout the day on the public 
streets, engaging in assaults upon citi- 
zens, all of which was done without 
hindrance of effort at hindrance on the 
part of sheriff or the mayor and the 
chief of police. 

“That at a time when the riot Was 
culminating in an attack upon the jail, 
the sheriff cowardly deserted his post 
and left the jail an dits inmates until 
protected. F 

“*That the mayor, who was present 
and had persona! knowledge that the 
mob was attacking the jail deliberately 
left the scene of the riot and went to 
his home and to bed. 

“"That the chief of police, together 
with the police force, put forth no ef- 
fort to prevent the outrage. 


Chief Did Nothing. 


“*That after the chief had visited the 
jail and saw the attacks no orders or 
instructions were given by him to the 
eight or ten policemen, then present, 
to disperse the mob, but on the con- 
trary, he left the jail yard and while 
the iron doors of the jail were being 
battered down and while the man 
Ethrington was —a taken from the 
jail and hanged at the corner of the 
courthouse square, this man, wearing 
the uniform of chief of police, was 
then at a nearby grocery and saloon, 
in company, with others engaged in a 
social game of cards. 

“It is further disclosed that the 
sheriff, mayor and chief of police did 
not favor law enforcement and that 
they were under the control and omi- 
nation of a lawless element from

which the mob was composed. 
“Unfortunately under the laws of 


this state, cowardice and incompetency 
are not crimes, therefore, as against 
these officials, no criminal indictments 
are returned and the recurrence of 
such conduct on the part of public 
officials can only be prevented by the 
election of honest, courageous and 
competent men to public offices.’ *

- ed: Capital Invited, and Labor Department Urged.

Macon over again appears in the 
piatform adopted yesterday by the 
Hoke Smith convention assembled in 
the Atlanta - Auditorium-Armory. 
. There were some slight changes and 
one or two additions, but little more 
of material importance. : 

The platform reaffirms allegiance 
to the principles of the Macon docu- 
ment, indorses the new registration 
Jaw as it stands, demands that the 
‘membership of the railroad commis- 
gion be continued at five, urges strin- 
gent regulation of public utility cor- 
porations and has the usual comment 
upon the nationa! situation. 

Among the new features is to he 
found an invitation to foreign capital 
to make investments in Georgia and 
@ proposal to create a department of 
labor, one of the well-known features 
of the Brown platform of 19908. » 


Platform in Full. 
The new platform in full follows: 


°‘The. democratic party of Georgia 
assembled in convention, reaffirms its 
abiding faith in the fundamental 


principles of the party and renews its | 


allegiance to the principles of popular 
government. 

In the widespread and apparently 
incurable breach between the two fac- 
tions of the republican party, we see 
certain signs of democratic success. 

We urge upon our brethren in every 
state in the union harmonious and 
concerted action to the end that the 
democratic party may again come into 
its own and the people may obtain re- 
lief from the burdens imposed’ upon 
them by the republican misrule of

Regulation of Corporations. 


We reaffirm our belief in the wis 
dom and necessity for a proper ann 
just reguiation of all public utility 
corporations.

Athens, Ga., September 1.—(Special.)

But the great corporations in Geor- 
gia must keep out of politics. They 
must not be allowed by hired political 
agents.to dominate or control legisla- 
tion or administration.

Funds are needed for road-making materials and machinery, and 
for maintaining convicts while so employed, and it is but preper 
that the future, which will benefit by these desirable and permanent 
improvements, should bear its share of the required expense. 

Next to the rieed of money is the need for cooperation, and 
coordination. 

A broad, comprehensive plan of state improvement cannot be 
secured without cooperation between the counties under some state 
official who has authority to coordinate and supplement the work 
of individual communities. | : 

Throughout the state much money, time and labor is being 
wasted on work that is not being done right. Nothing will so quick- 
ly arouse disappointment and dissatisfaction toward the movement 
as such unfortunate blunders. 

The employment of a competent road engineer by the state, 
to cooperate with the various county road officials in an advisory 
capacity, would be a measure of economy. Through a penny-wise 
and pound-foolish plan of saving, provision for such an engineer was 
stricken from the convict-good-roads bill as it became a law. It is 
now realized that this was a deplorable mistake. 

The business-like, systematic plan of carrying on so vast an 
undertaking is the plan followed in New York state and by the 
hustling community of San Diego, of providing adequate capital 
and competent engineers to direct the work. 

With money, labor and skilled road builders, the movement will 
expand with mushroom growth, and the state will benefit accord- 


ingly. , : 
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HEARING ON WESTERN RAILWAY RATES. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission, through a special ex- 
aminer and attorney, has begun at Chicago the most gigantic task 
yet assigned to it since its creation, and a task having far-reaching 
effect upon shippers and railroads generally. 

Under the railroad law passed at the last session of congress, 
the commission is authorized to suspend an advance in rates pend- 


While the bill was pending and before it became effective, the 
rzilroads in the middle west gave ‘notice of an intention to raise 
rates. An agreement was reached, however, whereby the advance 
was suspended. 

Now the commission has undertaken to secure information on 
which to base a decision either permitting or forbidding the sched- 
uled increases. 

The argument advanced in favor of the increase is the old one 
that the roads need more money toa supply the public with adequate 
transportation facilities. The leading commercial organizations 
of Illinois, Ohio and Iowa will attempt to show that the existing 
rates are high enough. 

Between these two classes—the railroads and the shippers— 
the issue is joined. On one side appear personally many of the 
chief officers, the traffic men, and the attorneys of the railroads. 
On the other, shippers and their counsel. 

The stake involved is not less than $500,000,000. The effect 
of the decision rendered upon other railroads throughout the coun- 
try is beyond computation. One incident mentioned in the news 
dispatches from Chicago is of special significance. President E. 
P. Ripley, of the Santa Fe System, in attempting to show that the} 
public would be benefitted by an advance in rates testified as fol-; 


lows: 


What the public needs Is better railroads and better service. There 
ts no railroad in this’ western country—I will not Say that, there is 
hardly any railroad in this country today—that is built as it ought to 
be built, that has the safety appliances that it ought to have, or that 
is in the condition that the public interests require. I think all my 
railroad friends will bear me out in making that statement. 


This statement is well calculated to startle the financial world 
and all holders of railway securities. In amplifying his statement, 
President Ripley said every railroad in the west had reached the 
point where its. original equipment must be replaced, if it had not 
already been done, 1f the public was to receive adequate service. 

This brings the whole controversy down to the point where 
the colossal iniquities of high financiering of the kind practiced 
in the past shows its worse evils and its dire effects. 

Money which should have gone into improvements and better- 
ments has not been so used. Now the public is called on to pay 
additional revenue to supply the mechanical defects in the railroad 
systems of the country. 

In settling this question, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is called apon to say whether old scores are to be wiped out 
and a new start made; whether past sins are to be forgiven, and 
the railroads permitted to prepare now to meet the needs of the 
public in future—at the expense of the public, through an advance 
in rates. 

It is a decision affecting the whole field of railway rate regu- 


le tion.

NAVAL STORES, TRADE 
ENJOYS PROSPERITY 


With Decrease in Supply 
Price Climbs Steadily 
Upward. 


Svannah, Ga., September 1.—The year 
just ended has been the most prosperous 
in the recent history ¢f the naval 
stores trade. This prosperity is in the 
face of a steady decrease in supply, 
not only in the year just ended, but in 
the preceding year and is due to the 
high price of turpentine and rosin. 

For these higher prices there are 
two causes—the smal! production and 
the general apprehension that. the 
tendency of naval stores production 
henceforth will be to decrease. 

Stocks Depleted. 

Surplus stocks have been depleted in 
all holding markets until it is now 
estimated that the unfilled demand 
exmeeds the probable remaining supply. 
Consumers were reluctant to beMeve 
that there would be a decreased pro- 
duction last year; this year they were 
quite confident of an increase. The 
inducements were greater this year, 
but the increase has not been realized. 
and for the coming year it appears that 
even the present volume of business 
cannot be kept up without unusual in- 
ducements tg naval stores producers. 

The low p¥Fices which prevailed for 
so long caused a widespread growth 
in consumption, but the naval stores 
producers made a small rate of profit, 
and the laborers in the business re- 
ceived a smaller wage, being forced 
sometimes to extra exertions in order 
to make.a living. The present short- 
age, with higher prices, has amelior- 
ated at least some of these hardships. 

Forests Suffer Injury. 

The turpentine forests, during the pe- 
riod of low prices and feverish pro- 
duction suffered injury from which 
they cannot soon recover, for twenty 
years is the minimum time in which a 
pine tree can grow to a suitable size 
for boxing, the name given the meth- 
| od for extracting naval stores from the 
tree. Another big factor in this short- 
age and high prices is the demand for 
Pine lumber. The’ lumber situation 
combined with the fact that trees are 
most productive during the first years 
of boxing, is bringing about a system 
of short-time leases on the turpentine 
privileges of pine forests. The short 
lease appears certain to be an added 
influence for high prices. 

Among naval stores traders there is 
the firm conviction that extra efforts 
to swell the production, thouth they 
may be successful for several years 
yet,, will mean in the long run only 
destruction of the future source of 
supply. There are doubts, moreover, 
whether the reduction can be increased 
even for a brief period of years.

“The premises considered, we most 


respectfully petition that we be grant- 
ed representation on the platform 
committee and that we be allowed 3” 
minutes on the floor of the convention, 
in which to discuss and present our 
views upon the platform as submitte4 
to the convention by the platform 
committee.” 
Overtures Had Been Made. 

Overtures similar to the requests 
embodied in the foregoing statement 
had been made to those in control of 
the convention-en Wednesday night.

LAWYERS’ BANQUET 
CLIMAX OF MEETING 


——— 


American BarAssociation 
Ends Session. 


Attitude of Body on a Federal 
Commercial Code Was 
Shown by the Adoption of 
Resolution. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., September 1.— 
The only routine business of today’s 
session of the American Bar Associa- 
tion was a paper on the career of 4 
country lawyer, Abraham Lincoln, Dy 
Charles W. Moores, of Indianapolis, 
and the nomination and election of 
officers. 

The Association concluded its 
thirty-third annual session here today. 
As a fitting close to the session the 
visiting lawyers were entertained 
with an elaborate banquet at the Ho- 
tel Patten tonight. 

The attitude of the association on a 
federal commercial code was shown 
by the adoption of the report of the 
committee on commercial law embrac- 
ing the following resolutions: 

“Resolved, That the American Bar 
Association hereby declares in favor 
of the enactment by the federal con- 
gress of a federal commercial code, 
embracing in one uniform legislative 
act all titles and subjects of inter- 
state and foreign commerce, super- 
seding thereby the conflicting reguila- 
tions of the severa] states tending to 
induce the severai states to adopt the 
same regulation for their internal 
commerce, thereby securing a practi- 
cal uniformity of legislation on com- 
mercial inatters throughout the coun- 
try and placing the United States on 
commercial equality within point of 
legislation with enlightened commer- 
cial nations of the world.” 

The committee on nominations of 
the section on legal education recom- 
mended W. O. Hart for reelection, but 
lhe declined, and George M. Sharp, of 
Baltimore, with Charles M. Hepbourn, 
of Bloomington, Ind., as secretary, 
were recommended and elected. 

Chattancoga Bar Takes Action. 

The Chattanooga Bar Association, 
called to take action on the matter of 
the filing before the American Bar As- 
sociation charges against Mr. Choate, 
adopted the following resolutions: 

“The bar of Chattanooga is greatly 
humiliated by the publications in the 
Chattanooga newspapers relating to 
certain charges preferred against the 
Hon. Joseph H. Choate by James R. 
Watts, through a member of the Chat- 
tanooga bar. 

“Although G. W. Chamlee, preferring 
the charges, disclaims the statements 
reflecting on the American Bar As- 
sociation implied to him we regret 
deeply that while the members of the 
association are our guests a member 
of this bar should have consented to 
stand sponsor for charges against an 
eminent member of the profession in a 
distant city, and we condemn unre- 
servedly the publication of these 
charges in violation of the rules of the 
association. 

“This association has always enter- 
tained the highest respect for Mr. 
Choate afd will be slow to believe that 
there is any truth in charges so long 
delayed, and which, if true, should 
have been preferred in the courts of 
New York.” 

When these resolutions were read 
they were greeted with applause. Mr. 
Chamlee was recognized and express- 
ed regret that his petition should have 
been published, and denied that by 
presenting the matter ne intended to 
reflect in any way upon the American 
Bar Association. He asked that he 
be allowed to withdraw the petition 
and charges. 

W. A. Atcham moved that Mr. Cham- 
lee’s statement be accepted, but 
moved that the request for withdrawal! 
be denied. 

The petition and charges instead 
were then referred to the committee on 
grievances. 

The reports of the states that have 
adopted the canons of the association 
on relation to ethics were read.

President, Edgar H. Farrar, New 
Orleans; secretary, George Whitelock, 
Baltimore; treasurer, Frederick E. 
Wadhams, Albany; assistant secretary, 
Albert C. Ritchie, of Baltimore.

BY SENATOR MONEY 


Mississippi Man Resents Crit- 
icism of Supreme 
Court. 


New York, September 1.—Senator 
Money, of Mississippi, has telegraphed 
to The New York World the following 
comment on Colonel Roosevelt's criti- 
ciem of the courts In his recent speech 


at Denver: 

“Gulfport, Miss., August 31.—Mr. 
Roosevelt evidently thinks the supreme 
court of the United States ig not to 
decide cases according to the spirit 
of the constitution and the laws, but 
according to what he may think is a 
popular demand or spirit of the times. 

“It seems that he misconstrues the 
duties of the supreme court as one of 
the coordinate branches of the govern- 
ment. It is also inferable that Mr. 
Roosevelt believes .no part of the con- 
stitution or the law is in force if he 
disapproves of it and anything that 
he thinks is necessary or useful is 
the law, though it has never been writ- 
ten. 

‘Such speeches from men of Mr. 
Roosevelt's prominence and popularity 
teach disrespect for the supreme court, 
a misconception of its duties and pow- 
ers and a digregard of law. The 
same spirit wagjevident in his execu- 
tive conduct.”

Chicago, September 1.—The case 
against Frank B. Harriman, John M.

Counsel for the railroad company 
declared that efforts were being made 
to connect the defendants with the 
Memphis Car Company, one of the 
concerns charged with extensive re- 
pair frauds against the Illinois Cen- 
tral. The railroad’s lawyers said 
they considered evidence given to- 
day by Clarence H. Polly, formerly 
chief clerk for the Ostermann Manu- 
facturing Company as indicating that 
Such &@ connection had existed. 

His Evidence , Startling. 

Polly, as on yesterday, was the chief 
witness in the hearing for the prose- 
cution. His testimony ‘ at certain 
points was Startling, particularly 
when he declared that he had writ- 
ten Out several $1,000 currency checks 
for certain Lllinois Centra! officials 
by order’ of Henry C. Ostermann. 

Attorney : Walter L. Fisher, chief 
counsel in the case for the railroad 
company, met with repeated objec- 
tions on the part of counsel for the 
defense while the examoination of Po]l- 
ly was going on. In nearly every in- 
stance, however, the court ruled that 
the witness should answer the ques- 
tions.
